J. Hungerford, | 
president of the Canadian National, | 
and also John Callaghan, manager of | 
the Northern Alberta Railways, at the | 
Grande Prairie station while the 
presidents and officials were on a tour 
of inspection of the road, and placed 
the case for the town before them. 

In both cases the reception was 
most cordial and the delegation was 
promised that the whole matter would 
be carefully gone into.

the railways have considered the ap- 
plication on its merits. I have again 
had the question carefully reviewed in 
order that I might be placed in pos- 
session of all the material facts.

Reduced Rates On 
Fodder Does Not 
Apply to North 


Following the announcement that 
the freight rates on fodder to the 
United States were to be reduced, not

a few farmers in the Peace River had 
planned to turn their surplus fodder 
into cash. 


According to W. J: Thomson, secre- 
tary of the Peace River Co-operative 
Seed Growers, Ltd., such plans have 
been killed by the fact that the rate 
does not apply to the Peace River. 


In discussing the question with The 
Tribune, Mr, Thomson made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The shipment of baled straw and 
hay to the drought areas of the United 
States has been a much discussed 
subject during the past few weeks. 

“The question of whether a sale of 
fodder could Le made to the United 
States rested on whether the Cana- 
dian railways would grant reduced 
freight rates. An announcement was 
made a few days ago by press and 
radio stating that arrangements were 
being completed and that’ shortly 
Alberta would be shipping baled hay, 
wheat and oat straw to the northern 
states. 

“Suggested prices for deiivery in 
the northern half of Alberva of baled | 
fodder on car are as follows: $3.75 a} 
ton for baled wheat straw, $4.25 for | 
baled oat straw, $7.50 per ton fo 
No. 2 wild hay, and $9.50 for No. 
wild hay. 

“These prices are not. very high, 
but they do at least pay for the labor 
of baling and loading, and a good deal 
of fodder can be turned into cash 
that would otherwise go to waste. 
Farmers in the Edmonton district are

taking advantage of the offer, and it 
has been stated that shortly it is 
expected that more than two thous- 


and tons will be shipped per day from 
the Edmonton district. 

“Farmers in the Peace River dis- 
tricts have expected that they would 
be able to participate in this shipping 
of their surplus fodder, and some have 
hay 


gone to the expense of having | 
baled ready for shipment, Others 
have looked forward to selling their | 
surplus straw for cash. They are 
now advised through the press that 
no arrangement has been made for 
those Mving on the Northern Alberta 
Railways to receive that special 
freight rate that is being offered

as we could not reasonable decline to 


similar requests from other 
points, and to diseriminate in our 
treatment of towns in the same rela- 
tive territory in a matter of this kind 
would render our position untenable. 

In short, T can only say that the 
situation and our attitude in respect 
of it have not altered since we last 
considered the application, and the 
Northern Alberta Railways do not feel 
they can consistently reduce their 
revenues—particularly under present- 
day conditions—especially as no hard- 
ship is being placed on Grande Prairie 


by a continuance of the existing level 
of rates. | 

We naturally would not wish to} 
disturb in any way the satisfactory | 
relations which exist between the 
railways and the town of Grande 
Prairie. We have only reached the

Dear Mr. Tooley: Replying to your 
letter of November 20th with regard 
to the question of establishing for 
outbound shipments of freight from 
Grande Prairie the distributing class 
rates which apply to recognized cen- 
tres of distribution: 

Your request has been given care- 
ful consideration by the Traffic Vice- 
Presidents of the proprietors of the 
Northern Alberta Railways, and I am 
sorry to have to say that it cannot, 
for the following reasons, be granted: 


(1) Edmonton, being the centre of 
railway lines radiating in several 
directions, is the recognized dis- 
tributing point for contiguous terri- 
tory to the north, east, south and 
west. Grande Prairie, under this 
definition, cannot be regarded as a 
principal centre of distribution. 


(2) Such a _ concession must be 
limited to main distributing centres 
and cannot, with consistency, be ex- 
tended to a number of smaller dis- 
tributing points within the principal 
zone. For instance, there are towns 
other than Grande Prairie located on 
the lines of the Northern Alberta 
Railways which may also be con- 
sidered as sub-distributing centres. 

(3) The Northern Alberta Railways 
are operated at a loss, and, under the 
circumstances, the proprietors can ill 
afford to incur a further shrinkage in 
revenues, 

I trust that_ your Board will appre- 
ciate the difficulties of the situation 
from a railway point of view.

Reductionin Motor 
Licenses in the 


‘Province 


Reduction of approximately $5 in the 
license fee for the lower-priced pasa 
enger autos, up to 115 inches, to take 
effect at the first of the year when all 
motor licenses are due, is announced 
by Premier Reid, following a survey 
of the motor license situation by the 
cabinet There will be no change in 
the license year 

Subsequently it is the Intention of 
the government, states Mr teld, to 
raise the tax on gasoline by one cent, 
bringing the tax to seven cents per 
gallon, This will be a feature of the 
budget to be presented at the forth- 
coming session of the legislature 


The usual reductions granted in the 


license fees at April 1, July 1, and 
November 1, will be carried through 
applying to the reduced fees as an 
nounced, as well as to other fees 
The reduction in fees will make the 
license on all cars not exceeding LOW 
inch wheel base $10 instead of the 


present $15, on cars not over 106-inch 
$12.50 instead of $17.50, on 


wheel base § 


cars not over 110 inches $15 instead 
| of $20, and on cars not over 115 inches 
$20 instead of $22.50. Cars over the 


115-inch wheel base will be licensed 


at the same rates 4s at present. 

There will be a reduction of $1 also 
in the license fees for all motor veh 
icles manufactured eight years previ- 
ous to January 1 of the current license 
year, the fee for such cars with 100 
inch wheel base being $S instead of 
$9, and so on up to cars not exceeding 
120-inehes in wheel base 

The proposed increase in gasoline 
tax, stated Mr. Reid, will put the pro 
vince on the same basis as British 
Columbia and Manitoba whose tax 
has been seven cents for some years 
The three Maritime provinces have a 
tax of eight cents, while Ontario and 
Quebec are six cents 

With respect to car licenses, Mr 
Reid pointed out, Alberta will now be 
lower than either Saskatchewan or B 
c., the latter having a fee of $20 for 
the 100-inch car, with an initial fee 
jot $10 for all car owners in addition 
while Saskatchewan's fee for the LOO 
inch cars is $12.50. 

In stating that there will be no 
change in the license year, Mr, Reid 
announced that the licenses will be 
due and payable at the first of the 
year, but that 15 days’ grace will be 
allowed before those driving without 
licenses will be subject to prosecution
